Michael Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a revolutionary Marxist- Leninist movement. The program 
of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights struggles to an anti- 
Vietnam war position and finally to its present advocacy of an anti- 
imperialist line, linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countrics which are leading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. On the 
other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as an imperialist power and 
does not support the policies of that country.

SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper "New Left Notes" 
reflects the line of the nationa! leadership and program adopted at 
meetings of the National Council and National Interim Committee

elected each year during a June National Convention.

The remaining three speakers were all clearly 
anti-PLP and oppoNed to comments of Gordon. 


Van Lydegraf drew attention to PLP'& founding 
convention in which, he said, they took the position in 
which there were two types of black nationalism; i.e., 
revolutionary and reactionary. He quoted from the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the American Flag and then 
commented, “who is raising the red book against the 
red book?” Hin arwument was calculated to make thc 
PLP to appear in thc present circumstances counter- 
revolutionary and his approach Came as a surprise to 
mont of the people at the convention. 


Mellen dixcurnsed black nationalism in much 
the same context ax Van Lydegraf. He presented a—somewhat 
different concept of what the working class in in that 
he took a much broader view of who cumprised the working 
class, His concept of the working class would be in keeping 
with the “new workiny class idea". He identified himself 
with the Bernardine Pohin faction in the NO of the SDS, 
In this connection, he asserted there should be a morc 
active imptemeptstion of SIS politics und criticized PLP 
for dealing with theorty ruther than the practice of 
politics. 


Avakian attacked the PLP on the quest ion of 

black nationalism. We conceded that there isa black 
lony in the United States, thc antecedent of which 
9 back to the American kevolutionary War period, His 
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linc was the samc as that which Mike Klonsky had 
expressed early in the day of June 19, 1969, He said 
that while we must support black strugg les, we must 
at the same time make a revolution now in the mother 
courtry. 


It is reportea that Klonsky will put Avakian 
up for the position of National Secrct"y of SDS.

Tension is running very hich between the PLP 
"forces and their opposition at the convention, The 
'" wearchinz of everybody before they are admitted tp the 
convention site in contributing to this tension. 
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On June 20, 1969, as un additional eccurity 
measure, attendees were required to turn over their 
wallets and purses for scurching. Thin wax done in 
an attempt to locate police officers or others acting 
in their behalf as ve l as to detect unwelcome persons 
whose reason for Coming to the convention would bc 
to disrupt 1t. Source fecia that the Possibility of 
^ physical confrontation between the dissident element» 
in the convention is very real. 


Because of the complaints over the unusually 
atringent security, Mc Carthy commented to the entire 
convention that searches were necessary to prevent 
trouble and he offered to lot anyone speak ut the 
conventio" in opposition to thc idea.

At this point then in the convention PLP and 
its forces which appeared to be over 700 in number took 
possession of the convention hall, itself and it was 
subsequently announced that they replaced Tim Mc Carthy 
an chairman with Fred Gordon, Educational Secretary of 
SDS, who has been a spokesman for PLP. 


The Klonsky-Dohrn faction then caucused and 
it appeared their adherents numbered somewhat over 500, 
Basically the discussion was centered around the question 
what arc we going to do. Various points of views were 
discussed, Some wanted to leave SDS entirely, but it 
appeared the main body wanted to stuy in SDS and set up 
a separate caucus. This caucus was chaired by Jeff Jones, 
SDS, New York City, and Jim Mellen, HEP, Detroit, 
criticized these factions for not organizing auf fictent ly 
nor uniting to withstand PLP, 
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John Jacobs, SDS, Chicago region, presented 
a four-point program including an unalynin on socialism 
and intematiunalism. Roth hellen nnd Jacobs contcndcd 
that SDS must have a national program of action which, 
of course, supported the Dohrn faction basic theoretical 
view. During thin caucus everyone seemed united and Bob 
Avakian, RU, leadcr, urged the members to stay in thc

These are the "Xeathermain" statement which 
appeared in "New Left Notes" in ite June IR, 1969, issue and 
which represents the basic outlook of the current national 
leadership. Opposing this statement in the line of the KLONSKY- 
RU Faction which is contained in their statement entitled, 
“Revolutionary Youth Movement - 11," These statements will be 
debated at the next national meeting and conceivably will bring 
about a further split in 898.

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Although the BERNARDINE DOHRN Faction entered this 
convention with apparentiv the least strength of the contending 
forces, her group is now in complete control and the outlook 
of this group is toward action and tovard communitv organization 
as opposed tu the KLONSKY-RU stance of education and study and 
firm commitment to the working class as the means to revolution. 


Although a great number of literature tables wore 
set up at the Chicago Coliseum during the convention, which 
epresented all shades of ideology within the left wing movu- 
nt and including the CP, USA, Young Socialist Alliance, 
Fiscist League, none of these oryanizations has py res!

It was the goneral mood of the convention that 
SUS will not be Successful in reaching and radicalizing workers, 
hence, will return t» the college campus for support.

As of late July, 1969, despite optimistic announce

"So the present period must be viewed ax a time 
of building bridges to workers and other strata, 
on and off carpus. It is a period of education 
and agitation, to secure the left's position in 
mass movements. This cannot be achieved by 
confrontation slone.

"The most militant section of the campus popula- 
tion, although not the most revolutionary, is black 
students.

"One of SDS's most glaring deficiencies in the 
growing gulf between its leadership and membership, 
a circumstance which - if not repal red immediately - 
f will create a danger that even if a theoretically 
z correct revolutionary conumunist ideology is —— 
developed zn the national level, there may be no 
— left to put it into practice. At 
present, formulation of policy and major political 
debates are in the hands of small groups which 
hand down the line at nat ſonal meetings. 


"Another evident shortcoming in SDS is an intoxi- ` 
cation with sectarianisa, tna t 10, obscure 
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rhetoric|and empty 8 which tends 
to permeate the upper reaches of its leader- 
ship. Such practice can only fur!her i 
“isolate the leadership from a membership *, 
which has never enjoyed a serious, national 
educational program designed to eliminate 
gaps in political consciousness that exist 

on the chapter level. 


“PL played a positive, as well as negative, 
role in SDS. PL helped SDS deal seriously with 
the working class as en agency for revolution, 
even if 85 the default of making mistakes which 
spurred SDS to develop a better perspective. 


"It would be regrettable if the role of the 
industrial proletariat were deemphasized now 
that PL's influence is no lonper a factor. Now 
that PL is gone, we can expect important 
political differences to becone apparent among 
those who had been struggling against PL. Tis 
in itself is not bad if the resulting Internal 
ideological struggle is conducted in a mass, 
not elitist, manner, and [ft the contradictions 
remain nonantayoniutic and are handled In that 
fashion. 


"The new left, as it has been known during this. 
decade, — à rs during the Chicago SDS 
convention. t 1s being replaced by harxism- 
Leninism. It is not — that so important 

a turn in the road is accompanied by confusion 
and some bad practice. The impending struggle 

in SDS and the struggle between SDS and the 

ruling class could set the tone for revolutionary 

litics in the U. S. for the decade of the 

970s. This is too serious a matter to be left 
to a relatively few leaders and their associates.

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IV, RELATIONSHIPS WITH OTHER 
-ORGANI ZATIONS AND INDIVIDUALS 


A. PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY (PLP) 


Although the split between SDS and PLP would have 
ultimately occurred, the expulsion of PLP at tne June, 1969, 
SDS National Convention resulted from two main features, 
Firstly, the factional discord between PLP and SDS leaders had 
increasingly intensified from the December, 1968, National . 
Council meeting in Ann Arbor, Michigan, through the March, 1969, 
NC meeting in Austin, Texas, to the current convention. This 
intensification found form in the disparaging remarks made by 
the SDS national leadership toward PLP and the continued attacks 
in "NLN" against the PLP line on nationalism and Support for the 
Vietnamese, Secondly, the ultimatum leveled during the convention 
by the BPP which, in effect, meant that SUS had to choose nvetween 
PLP and the BPP over the question of Support for black nationalism 
decided the issue to the exclusion of the VLP. 


As later distributed by the NO, tho principles under 
which PLP was expelled were as follows: 


1. We support the struggles of the Black and Latin colonies 

. within the U.S, for national liberation, and we recognize those 
nations’ rights to sel f-determination (including the right to 

political secession, if they desire it). “te 


2. We support the struggle for national liberation of the people 
of South Vietnam, led by the National Liberation Front and the 
South Vietnamese Provisional Revolutionary Government, We also 
support the Democratic Republic of Vietnam, led by President 

Ho Chi Minh, as well as the Democratic Republic of China, the 
Peoples’ Republics of Korea and Albahia, and the Republic of 
Cuba, all waging fierce struggles against U. 3. imperialism, 

We support the right of ali peoples to pick up the gun to free

During June 6 - 8, 1969, a SSOC conference was held 
at the Mt, Buleah Center, Edwards, Mississippi. The major 
* caucus at the conference agreed that 380C had reformist tendencies, l 
7 hence, should be dissolved since it was representing true Marxist- 
Leninist doctrine. 


308 leaders attending the conference were MIKE KLONSKY, 
National Secretary, and MARK RUDD, New York City SDS. KLONSKY 
led a lengthy discussion on the national question, the primary 
point being made that the BPP is the vanguard of the revolutionary 
movement. 


On June 8, 1989, it was resolved by vote to dissolve 
SSOC, as an organization. 308 (RUDD, KLONSKY and LYNN WELLS, 
Wasbville) took a hard Marxist-Leninist line during the conference 
which was a new development in southern student activities. 


The impact of the dissolution of 3SOC will be that many 
who operated in SSOC will move to 808 chapters or will help to 
develop new 808 chapters.
